Often, the hero of the day for 
the league is a lone operator 
hunched over a ham radio in a spot 
not far from the disaster.

U.S. Hams Go On The Air To Relay 
Messages From Devastated Mexico 
By The Associated Press 

Ham radio operators across the 
U.S. went on the air in the wake of 
the Mexican earthquakes to relay 
the latest news from a nation left 
devastated and bring messages to 
American relatives of Mexican resi~ 
dents. 

Thursday's earthquake registered 
7.8 on the Richter scale and was 
centered 250 miles to the southwest 
of Mexico’s capital city of 17 mil- 
lion people. Officials estimated 
Friday that at least 2,000 people 
had been killed, and the toll was 
expected to climb.

FCC declares limited preemption of 
regulations affecting amateur radio; 
eliminates 30-day exam wait. 
Washington, Sept. 18, 1985 (HAMNET) -— 


The Federal Communications Commission 
has declared a limited preemption over 
state and local regulations concerning 
amateur radio facilities, holding that 
there is a strong federal interest in 
promoting amateur communications. 


The ARRL asked the FCC to issue a 
declaratory ruling preempting all local 
ordinances that preclude or 
significantly inhibit effective, 
reliable amateur communications. This 
request was assigned number PRB-1. 
Although it recognized that there are 
certain general state and local 


interests that may legitimately affect 
amateur radio facilities, the 
commission said that state and local 
regulations which preclude amateur 
communications are "in direct conflict 
with federal objectives and must be 
preempted.” 


The FCC declared that local regulations 
that involve placement, screening or 
height of antennas based on health, 
safety or aesthetic considerations 
"must reasonably accommodate amateur 
communications and represent the 
minimum practicable regulation to 
accomplish the purpose of the local 
authority.” 


In another ham radio action, the FCC 
eliminated the 30-day wait before an 
applicant for an amateur license can 
retake the same or higher examination 
element that the applicant failed. 

The commission said there was "no 
persuasive evidence” that an applicant 
who waited 30 days between tests would 
be better prepared for the next test
